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REMARKS 



Elections/Restrictions 

The Examiner indicates that claims 84 and 97 are generic. The Ibcaminer asks for 
Applicant to elect one of claims 100 and 101 which arc directed toward* different species of the 
generic feature of wherein the patient procedure code is. Also, the Examiner asks the Applicant 
to elect one of claims 103 and 104 which are directed towards different species of the generic 
feature of wherein a unit of value is assigned. 

Therefore, the Applicant electa claims 100 and 103. Claim 100 is readable on the species 
of the generic feature of wherein the patient procedure code is. Claim 103 is readable upon the 
generic feature of wherein a unit of value is assigned. Claim 96 is a species elected with respect 
to the step of linking. 

Thus, the Applicant agrees that claims 84 and 97 are generic. The species of claims 96. 
100 and 103 are elected.
